Wil " on Green 
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City Council Beats 
Knowland 6 to 3 


Since the last issue of The Labor Journal went to press, the 
Oakland Tribune launched an attack on the action of the Oak- 
land City Council in giving preliminary readings to a measure 
authorizing the appointment of a public relations counsel and 
legislative representative for the City of Oakland. 


The final reading of the measure, 
is scheduled for Thursday, after 
this issue of The Labor Journal has 
gone to press. 

Editorial comment on the Trib- 
une’s attitude, and on a statement 
by Councilman Rishell, who voted 
against the proposal at the preli- 
minary reading of the measure, will 
be found on page 4 of this issue of 
The Labor Journal. 

This story you are now -reading 
is not intended as an editorial, but 
as a news account of the two atti- 
tudes toward the proposed new posi- 
tion. But of course this is a contro- 
versial subject, The Labor Journal 
has definitely come out for the pro- 
posal, and therefore wishes to see 
to it that the attitude of those 
favoring the proposal gets a better 
break than it has been getting in 
the Tribune. 

TRIBUNE’S CONTENTIONS 

First, then, to give the Tribune's 
attitude. 

In a page one eight-column head- 
line on September 5 the Knowland 
paper announced: $7500 ‘PAY OFF 


JOB’ OK’D BY COUNCIL. The 
“lead” or first paragraph of the 
story said: 


“Newly elected Councilmen with 
an assist from Dr. W. J. McCracken 
last night saddled an _ estimated 
$20,000-a-year governmental expense 
on Oakland taxpayers by creating 
the high-sounding job of ‘legislative 
representative and public relations 
counsel.” 


. The Tribune story proceeded to 
contend that the position is totally 
unnecessary, since the City Attor- 
ney’s pffice has always attended to 
representing the city’s interests in 
the Legislature. 

Anyone so appointed, the Tribune 
contended, would sit around prac- 
tically all of the time doing nothing, 
since the Legislature only meets 
évery year or’ sb. And s6*the Know- 
land paper referred to the proposed 
position as “the $7500 sinecure with 
its estimated $12,500 expenses for 
promoting Oakland’s ‘good will.’” 

That seems to be a fair summary 
of the Tribune’s position, and if

Now, for the attitude of those 
supporting the proposed new post. 
On the City Council itself, this in- 
cludes Mayor Smith, Councilmen 
Lantz, Pease, and Weakley; and 
Councilmen McCracken and Shat- 
tuck. 

As most readers of The Labor 
Journal know, the Mayor and the 
three Councilmen named with him 
were recently elected with the back- 
ing of organized labor, but Mc- 
Cracken and Shattuck are _ hold- 
overs not involved in the recent 
election. 

Only three Councilmen voted 
against the appointment: Morcom, 
Youell, and Rishell. 


CITY MANAGER FOR IT 

A supporter of the proposal on 
a non-political basis is City Mana- 
ger John F. Hassler, who, it should 
be remembered, was already in of- 
fice when the Mayor and Council- 
men backed by organized labor 
came in. 

The Labor Journal specifically 
checked with Hassler, asking him 
flatly whether he favored the pro- 
posal. He replied: 

“Owing to the nature of the City 
Manager’s posttion, it is' my duty 
to keep out of political disputes. 
But since the question is asked, let 
me simply state that Oakland is 
the only city of any size in the 
State that fails to have a man 
taking care of the duties contem- 
plated. 

“San Francisco and Los Angeles 
have long had men to attend to 
these legislative and public relations 
duties. Don Cleary, who holds such 
a position for the City and County 
of San Francisco, was recently re- 
appointed, and Mayor Lapham 
pointed out at the time how much 
had been achieved by Cleary. 

“One thing should be made ab- 
solutely plain. If under the authori- 
zation given by the City Council I 
make this appointment, any man 
who is appointed is going to have 
to deliver the goods, do real work 
for the good of the city government. 
I will see to that.” 

Others with whom The Labor 
Journal checked made the following 
assertions in support of the new 
position being needed and having 
|excellent precedent: 

COUNTY PRECEDENT 

1. The County of Alameda, which 
is run satisfactorily to Mr. Know- 
land, had a man in Sacramento dur- 
ing a large part of the recent ses- 
sion of the Legislature, and pays 
him a good salary. 

2. The County of Alameda, with 
no complaint from Mr. Knowland, 
has been planning to add a public 
relations counsel to its staff, at a 
good salary, in addition to the pro- 
posed $25,000 a year county manager 
now being discussed, a_ position 
many organized labor people con- 
tend is unessential. 
| 3. It is simply not true that a 
‘legislative representative would 
only be active when the Legislature 
was in actual session, for there are 
meetings of interim committees and 
subcommittees going on all the time, 
at which it is vital the City of Oak- 
land have vigorous representation. 

4. The City Attorney’s office can- 
not do all that is needed in dealing 
with the Legislature, as it ts con- 
fined to formal presentation of le- 
gal aspects of matters that come up. 
KNOWLAND CRITICIZED 

5. The City of Oakland has in its 
relations with the County of Ala- 
meda, and even between its own de- 
partments delicate liaison matters 
which need very much the attention 
of someone versed in gathering 
facts impartially, summarizing 
them, and presenting them to the 
proper authorities for action. 

6. With the Knowland interests 
constantly trying to scare citizens 
into fits with the idea that Com- 
munists, (that is, anyone who has 
the temerity to oppose the Know- 
land machine) are taking over Oak- 
land, it is imperative that the bread- 
and-butter business of “selling” 
Oakland to industrial and commer- 
cial concerns looking for Pacific 
Coast sites be taken up and vigor- 
ously carried on. 

7. This function of “selling” Oak- 
land is not being properly carried 
out at. the present time by the civic 
organizations supposed to attend to 
it, as for certain reasons well known 
to those versed in Oakland history, 
the dominant Knowland group does 
not wish to expand the city’s in- 
dustrial base beyond what could 
be kept within tight control. 


« 
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Key System Owned 
By Rubber, Autos, 
Gas, City Charges 


Two lines of attack on the Key, 
System’s request for higher fares 
were developed by the City of Oak- 
land at the opening of the hearing 
before the State Public Utilities 
Commission, as follows: 

1. If the Key System by its own 
figures carried 2,000,000 less pas- 
sengers in July of this year than in 
July of last year, how can it figure 
on winning back passengers by rais- 
ing fares as asked? 

2. Isn’t it true that the Key Sys- 
tem is indirectly owned by concerns 
selling automobiles, rubber, and gas 
which would greatly profit by the 
Key’s shift from trolley cars to 
motor coaches? 


KEY CLAIMS CHALLENGED 

These lines were developed by As- 
sistant City Attorney Arch Bowden 
in examining Frank Teasdell, as- 
sistant to Key President T. M. 
Manning. 

Bowden’s contention was that the 
Key System doesn’t deserve, and 
wouldn't really profit by, any in- 
crease in fares until it improves its 
service, and that the type of im- 
provement proposed by the com- 
pany is questionable, as the indirect 
owners of the company can't be con- 
sidered impartial, since they'd like 
to sell rubber, buses, and gasoline 
to the Key. 

He argued that an increase in 
fares now would simply drive com- 
muters to an increased use of auto- 
mobile pools such as prevailed dur- 
ing the war. 

The city representative’s ques- 
tioning of Teasdell endeavored to 
bring out the tangled lines of own- 
ership involved in the Key System. 

Teasdell said that Key is owned 
by Railway Equipment and Realty 
Company which in turn is owned 
by National City Lines of Chicago. 
WHO OWNS KEY? 

Bowden asked if it were not true 
that large blocks of National City 
stock, both common and preferred, 
is held by General Motors, Firestone 
Rubber, Phillips Petroleum, and 
Aero Coach Lines, all of which 
would profit by the change from 
trolleys to buses. 

Teasdell said he didn’t know who 
had ultimate control of the com- 
pany controlling Key. 

The hearing is scheduled for re- 
sumption today, Friday, before 
Commissioner Richard E. Mittle- 
staedt and Examiner Joseph Hunter 
in the State building in San Fran- 
cisco.

AFL Union Asks 

Tatt-Heartless 

Law for Bosses 
MILWAUKEE — The United 


Auto Workers (AFL) want a 
Taft-Heartless law for employ- 
ers, with conditions paralleling 
eonditions forced on unions. 
These the UAW thinks, should 
include; 

Affidavits from corporation of- 
ficials they don't have nazi or 
fascist leanings. 

Financial reports by all per- 
sonnel making more than $5,000 
yearly. 

A ban on “featherbedding,” 
such as creating false shortages 
or raising prices through distri- 
bution controls. 

Stricter enforcement of the 
Sherman anti-trust act “with a 
bill to back up its provisions to 
the utmost if necessary.” 


T-H Even Tougher 
Than Supposed, Is 
Verdict of Meany 


WASHINGTON (LPA) AFL 
Secretary-Treasurer George Meany 
declared here last week that the 
Taft-Hartley law is “going to be a 
lot tougher than we supposed.” New 
regulations issued by NLRB Gen- 
eral Counsel Robert Denham, 
Meany said in a radio interview, 
“eo considerably further than the 
language of the law itself and in- 
dicate a stern official attitude.” 

Many AFL unions, he asserted, 
would not permit no-strike clauses 
in their new contracts and the AFL 
will definitely not comply with the 
Taft-Hartley ban on political ex- 
penditures by unions. 

Meany also revealed that the AFL 
would continue the educational cam- 
paign of newspaper ads and special 
radio programs it inaugurated be- 
fore passage of the anti-labor law. 

Of particular interest was a 
strong attack on the Republican 
dominated Congress by Meany who 
has long been regarded as a Re- 
publican. He contended that “the 
Republican leadership in Congress 
has demonstrated beyond any ques- 
tion that it is the mouthpiece and 
political instrument of big business.” 
Also. considered. significant was 
Meany’s reply to the question as to 
whether the AFL’s traditional “non- 
partisan policy would not interfere 
with effective political action?” 

Meany answered: 

“Not necessarily. But I think you 
are assuming too much. The mere 
fact that the AFL has followed a 
non-partisan policy in the past does 
not mean it is bound to do so in

tober.”

Machinists Reach 
Master Agreement 


In Scale Industry 


First master contract for the 
scale industry, granting a 13-cent 
hourly general wage increase to 
some 40 employees, has been nego- 
tiated between a number of scale 
firms and the International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists. 

The agreement applies to specific 
firms engaged in the business of in- 
stalling, servicing and dismantling 
scales. 

The contract, retroactive to Aug- 
ust 1, 1947, contains union security 
and no-strike clauses and extends 
to April 1, 1949, except that the wage 
rates, vacations, holidays and union 
security provisions may be reopened 
by either party for negotiations on 
April 1, 1948, provided either party 
gives a 60-day written re-opening 
notice, and that within 15 days after 
receipt of such notice the parties 
to the agreement begin negotiations. 

Major provisions in the agreement 
include the extension of the progres- 
sion training period for a journey- 
man scale mechanic to two years, 
establishment of special wage rate 
‘classifications for outside eontract 
work, and other special working 
conditions which were negotiated 
to fit the specific needs of the in- 
dustry. 

The management side was repre- 
sented in the negotiations by United 
Employers.

Your Press Correspondent, 
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‘Unions Defy YOUR 
Government,’ Says 
Gannett's Combine 


NEW YORK (LPA}—The labor- 
hating Committee For ‘Constitution- 
al Government, backed by reaction- 
ary publisher Frank Gannett, last 
week started a new Series of full 
page anti-labor newspaper ads at- 
tacking unions for resisting the 
Taft-Hartley law. 

Headlined “Unions Defy Your 
Government. How Long Will You 
Stand For This?”, the ads appealed 
to union-baiting employers in such 
language as the following: “Though 
they collect dues from only about 
22% of the nation’s workers, monop- 
olistic unions now constitute a su- 
per-government. They will be even 
stronger than the American people 
themselves—unless you, the people, 
stop them and keep them within the 
bounds of law.” 

The Committee frequently brand- 
ed as a near-fascist outfit by labor 
leaders, maintained that “A few 
hundred top union bosses control a 
larger income than all our churches 
combined—$425 millions annually in 
regular union dues, plus a _pre- 
viously estimated $200 million in 
special assessments (now being 
greatly increased for ‘strike funds’), 
and the services of 100,000 shop 
stewards whose wages of $200 mil- 
lion are paid by industry. 

“The army of this invisible law- 
defying super-government has de- 
clared a war of extermination 
against the representatives you 
elected.”

Taft Figures We

U. S. Senator Robert A. Taft, 
co-author of the Taft-Hartley 
Labor Act, is reported by United 
Press to have “said he did not 
believe the Taft-Hartley labor 


bill could be made a major issue 
in the coming national cam- 
paigns, Labor leaders dislike the 
law because it curbs their power 
in the unions, but polls show a 
large majority of the rank-and- 
file membership of unions in fa- 
vor of practically all of the speci- 
fic contents of the new law, Taft 
said.” 


‘Tough S.P. Forced 
To Yield,’ Verdict 
Of Railway Paper 


“Tough Southern Pacific Forced 
to Yield by Brief Strike,” says an 
eight-column headline on page one 
of Labor, weekly paper of the rail- 
road brotherhoods. 


Part of the Labor's account of the 
recent stoppage follows: 


“For the second time in recent 
weeks, the huge 8,000-mile Southern 
Pacific, which maintains just about 
the most hard-boiled labor relations 
policy of any carrier in the nation, 
has been forced to yield a notch. 


“It first backtracked last month 
and signed a settlement of a long 
dispute with the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Engine 
men on its Atlantic Lines—known 
also as the Texas & New Orleans. 


“The adjustment, as previously 
reported in LABOR, involved a big 
backlog of grievances and a number 
of changes in working rules. It was 
reached only after protracted nego- 
tiations and mediation, climaxed by 
a 99 percent vote for a strike among 
B. L. F. E. members on the T. & 
NM. O. The pact averted the threat- 
ened stoppage. 

“However, in the latest contro- 
versy, between the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers and the S.P.’s 
Paciife Lines, an actual walkout of 
six hours and 40 minutes took place 
before the parties finally settled. In 
the interim, the S.P.’s vast network 
was paralyzed, as were two subsidi- 
aries—the Northwestern Pacific 
and the San Diego & Arizona East- 
ern. 

“The management was stubborn 
to the last, hoping that government 
intervention, or “surrender” by the 
Brotherhood, would forestall a 
walkout. When the union demon- 
strated firmness to the end, the 
carrier finally yielded.”

Havenner Headed 
For Governorship, 
Observer Predicts 


The Oakland Observer thinks that 
if Franck R. Havenner wins the 
election for Mayor of San Francisco 
this November, he has a chance of 
becoming Governor. The Observer 
says: 

“Havenner hopes to lead the fu- 
sion of C.I.O. and A.F. of L. unions 
in an all-out effort to capture the 
government of San Francisco, and 
thence step into the governorship 
on a labor ticket, which would seize 
control of the Democratic party. 

“The recent success of the joint 
C.I.0.-A.F. of L. fusion ticket in 
Oakland has convinced the radical 
labor group in San Francisco that 
the time is now ripe for them to 
carry out their long held plans for 
a labor administration of that city 
and also of California. 

“That there is a strong likelihood 
of this movement succeeding, es- 
pecially if Governor Warren should 
give up the governorship for more 
active participation in national af- 
fairs, is indicated by the rapidly 
changing type of citizenry of the 
Golden State. 

“San Francisco, always a strong 
labor town, has been swollen by a 
great influx of industrial workers, 
who, added to the old labor group, 
will greatly outvote the more con- 
servative hill district, just as the in- 
dustrial population of Oakland out- 
voted the more conservative sec- 
tions that long had controlled mu- 
nicipal elections here. 

“So, it will pay to watch with in- 
terest political developments on the 
other side of the bay this fall. Suc- 
cess of the Havenner candidacy for 
mayor will undoubtedly stir the 
radical, left wing of the Democratic 
party and labor movement to re- 
doubled. efforts. 

“That Governor Warren has defi- 
nitely lost the support of both labor 
organizations, and that Havenner 
will win the support of both is con- 
fidently counted upon by those be- 
hind the movement. Whether the 
Governor’s personal popularity 
would outweigh the fusion labor 
vote is yet to be demonstrated. 

“However, the chief obstacle to 
the attempt of the radical wing of 
labor to gain state-wide control is 
the fact that California’s agricul- 
tural industry has not been friendly 
to a labor type of government.” 


(Editor’s Note: It will be observed 
that the Observer uses the word 
“radical” very freely in its observa- 
tions.)

St. Sure Asks NLRB 
To Throw Out CIO 
Cannery Complaint 


J. Paul St. Sure as attorney for 
California Processors and Growers 
Inc. has filed two motions before 
the National Labor Relations Board 
in Washington seeking to disqualify 
unfair labor practice charges 
brought by the CIO Food, Tobacco, 
and Agricultural Workers’ Union. 

St. Sure contends that the CIO 
union now is disqualified from 
pressing charges that the agree- 
ment signed by the AFL State Can- 
nery Workers’ Council and the em- 
ployers constituted an unfair labor 
practice. The CIO union, argues St. 
Sure, is disqualified because: 

1. It has failed to file the required 
affidavits under the Taft-Hartley 
Law no one of its officers is a 
Communist. 

2. The NLRB has no jurisdiction 
under the Taft-Hartley Law over 
complaints filed prior to February, 
1947. 

St. Sure asks that the regional 
NLRB be restrained from holding 
a hearing on the CIO complaints 
October 2. 

Attorneys for the CIO union an- 
nounced some time ago that offi- 
cials of the union would not sign 
the non-Communist affidavits re- 
quired under the Taft-Hartley Law. 
M. O. Tobriner, attorney for the 
Teamster-affiliated AFL cannery 
unions, said that officers of those 
unions were filing the affidavits.

Oil Workers Hit 
T-H with Money 
For an Election 


KANSAS City (LPA) — The 
18th annual convention of the Oil 
Workers International. U nion- 
CIO threw the full weight of the 
union’s membership—largest in 
OWIU history—behind the cam- 
paign to elect one of its members 
to Congress from Texas. 

With President O. A. Knight 
making the first contribution, 
each of the convention’s 400 dele- 
gates gave $5 to the campaign 
fund of Mayor J. C. Trahan, of 
Texas City, Texas. Trahan, a for- 
mer secretary of the Texas City 
local of the OWIU, was a candi- 
date for Congress in a special 
election. 

In announcing the $2000 con- 
tribution, Knight said, “I'd 
rather be challenged helping an 
honest and respected member of 
this union become a Congress- 
man than on any other violation 
of the Taft-Hartley Act.” 


Internal NLRB War 
On Anti-Communist 
Affidavit Looms 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — Possi- 
bility of an internal battle within 
the National Labor Relations Board 
over the issue of Taft-Hartley anti- 
Communist affidavits was seen in- 
creasingly likely last week by gov- 
ernment officials. 


Touch-off point of the warfare 
may be the interpretation of NLRB 
General Counsel Robert Denham 
that local unions will be denied 
NLRB status unless top AFL and 
CIO officials also sign the affida- 
vits. 

There was mounting evidence this 
week that Board members would 
rebel against Denham’s ruling and 
reverse his interpretation. Admit- 
tedly the policy of some CIO and 
AFL unions of by-passing the 
NLRB has already made great in- 
roads on the Board’s business. The 
AFL executive council, scheduled to 
meet in Chicago this week, may de- 
cide on a national policy regarding 
the affidavits. Vice-president John 
L. Lewis was reported as strongly 
opposed to filing. 

NLRB officials privately. admit 
that if Denham’s interpretation is 
allowed to stand and if the ma- 
jority of unions refrain from using 
NLRB procedure that agency will 
become almost completely isolated 
and wiil work in a near-vacuum 
while labor-management relations 
return to the dog-eat-dog era. 


3 Councils Asked 
To Join in Issuing 
S.F. Labor Clarion 


At a recent meeting of the San 
Francisco Central Labor Council a 
report was made on a special meet- 
ing attended by over 100 represen- 
tatives of unions to discuss the La- 
bor Clarion, weekly paper published 
by the Council. 

The report on the special meet- 
ing was accepted by the Council, 
and the following account of it 
given in the official minutes of the 
Council as printed in the Clarion: 

“A general discussion was in- 
dulged in as to the ways and means 
of continuing the publication. It was 
moved and seconded that the dele- 
gates report back to their unions 
and recommend a voluntary sub- 
scription to the Labor Clarion at 
12% cents per month for yearly 
subscriptions for all members of 
their unions and that the commit- 
tee revise the constitution of the 
Council to give consideration to re- 
organizing representation of direc- 
tors of the Labor Clarion, and that 
this meeting call on the Building 
Trades and Metal Trades Councils 
to cooperate in putting out a single 
potent AFL paper.” 


NLRB Throws Out 


50 Foremen Cases 


WASHINGTON (LPA) Fifty 
NLRB collective bargaining elec- 
tion cases involving foremen and 
supervisory employes were thrown 
out by the Board in one week be- 
cause of the Taft-Hartley ban on 
collective bargaining for such em- 
ployes. 

The 50 pending cases involved 
about 5400 foremen in 16 states and 
the following 11 unions: District 50, 
United Mine Workers-AFL; Inter- 
national Union of Operating En- 
gineers-AFL; Foreman’s Associa- 
tion of America-unaffiliated; Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Paper Mak- 
ers-AFL; Utility Workers Union- 
CIO; International Association of 
Machinists - unaffiliated; Interna- 
tional Longshoremen’s and Ware- 
j}housemen’s Union-CIO; Textile 
Workers Union-CIO; United Office 
and Professional Workers-CIO; In 
surance Supervisors’ Union-AFL. 

Labor lawyers pointed out, how- 
ever, that if an employer wishes he 
can still hold representation elec- 
tions among his foremen but NLRB 
facilities may not be used for this 
purpose. An employer and a union 
may agree on an election conducted 
by an independent organization and 


j accept the latter's certification.

ACTION SMEARED 


The Knowland Tribune, which for years had 
political control of the Oakland city treasury, 
and through all those years did very little to see 
to it that the municipality developed good pub- 
lic relations and got a square deal from the 
Legislature, has lately had an epileptic fit of 
civic virtue. 

Why? 

Because a majority of the City Council de- 
cided that it was high time the municipality 
attended to its public relations job and put some 
steam into the task of pushing Oakland's prob- 
lems on the attention of the Legislature. 

And so the Tribune, with its characteristic 
inability to distinguish between the art of pub- 
lishing a NEWSpaper and the craft of political 
pamphleteering, runs a screaming headline on 
page one: $7500 ‘PAY OFF JOB’ OK’D BY 
COUNCIL. 

Also it runs an editorial—actually in the edi- 
torial column, mind you, although most of the 
Trib’s editorials are run right in the news col- 
umns—an editorial headed: RAIDING THE 
CITY TREASURY. 
' The Tribune is greatly disturbed because 
the Mayor and a majority of the Council took 
action preparing the way for this new and 
important post. 

Goodness! Isn't that awful? A post created 
by someone who isn’t a Knowlander! 

The worst of it is, from the Trib’s point of 
view, two Councilmen not elected by organized 
labor, McCracken and Shattuck, also voted for 
the proposal. What can the world be coming 
to? Respectable Councilmen voting with four 
men elected in defiance of the Knowland ukase 
that anyone opposing the Trib is obviously Joe 


_______ Stalin's first cousin! 


No wonder the Trib can’t understand why 
there’s a public relations job, a job in the Legis- 
lature for such a city to get done. For how, 
wonders the poor bewildered Trib, can a city 
where such dire goings-on are permitted, have 
any hope of doing anything but going off and 
hiding its head in shame? 

But the Trib should take heart of grace. 
After all, there was one valiant soul on the 
Council that stood up and spoke his little piece 
for the Knowland machine. 

For Councilman Clifford E. Rishell, ap- 
pointed by the Knowland majority to the Coun- 
cil to fill the place that had got too hot for 
Jim D'Arcy the absentee—Rishell stood, brave 
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boy on the burning deck of the Knowland 
sinking ship, and spoke his own little piece, 
and we wonder if that was his own little “pay 
off” for having been appointed. 

“I feel as many people do,” said Rishell, “that 
the Council is being taken unfair advantage of 
and put under extreme pressure only to ad- 
vance selfish interests—to pay off what some 
people term a political debt.” 


But Mr. Rishell does not explain how the 
“Council is being taken unfair advantage of” 
when it votes six to three for a measure, with 
two of those affirmative votes from Councilmen 
not elected in the recent electoral upheaval 
which so disturbs the Trib and Mr. Rishell. Six 
to three doesn’t sound like “being taken unfair 
advantage of'’—it sounds like a pretty solid 
majority that has made up its own mind. 

Mr. Rishell has been very generous since his 
appointment by the Knowland machine with 
his kind words for labor. 

But although Mr. Rishell cherishes highly 
his own esteem for organized labor, he was 
not appointed at the request of organized labor, 
and does not voice organized labor's feelings 
about who should be appointed, or what is 
good for the city which the Knowland machine 
has so long mismanaged. 

It has long been the practice of the Know- 
land machine to name someone to the City 
Council and to other positions in city or county 
supposed to represent organized labor. Or- 
ganized labor has never had any choice in these 
matters in the past, and was supposed to sit 
still and take it while the Knowland-named 
“representative” of organized labor said things 
and did things opposed to labor's interests. 

Mr. Rishell is such an appointee of the 
Knowland machine. He was not endorsed by 
organized labor, does not represent organized 
labor, and is altogether too large a piece of 
Dead Sea fruit for organized labor to swallow. 

Without any assistance from the Knowland 
machine or from Mr, Rishell as part of that 
machine, organized labor intends to take its 
stand on issues coming up in city or county, 
and to make its own suggestions as to who 
should or should not be appointed to various 
posts. 

One thing is sure. The Tribune will continue 
to misrepresent every progressive move that is 
made by the city government—and the people 
of Oakland will continue to pay less and less 
attention to such misrepresentations.

Said E&P: “The American people, 
supposedly enjoying a free press, 
will have but a mere shadow of that 
freedom under Randolph’s one-man 
rule ... Randolph has declared war 
on the publishers and on our gov- 
ernment.” 


Manufacturers Talk 
About 450,000 New 
Jobs in California 


The California Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation through its president, 
Lloyd A. Johnson, announces that 


it is embarking on a campaign to! 


get a billion dollars in new orders 
for California manufacturers, 

Johnson says that a billion dollars 
worth of new orders will make 90,- 
000 new factory jobs, and that “ul- 
timately it will result in a total of 
approximately 450,000 new jobs if 
the normal ratio between basic fac+ 
tory pay rolls and jobs in trades, 
services, and the professions is 
maintained.” 

Johnson maintains ‘that many 
manufacturers in the State are able 
to do work that is now being sent 
East by companies following old 
routines. He insists that the influx 
of new population makes it es- 
sential that new jobs be created in 
California. 


Butchers Get Union 
Shop Despite T-H 


AFL butchers in San Mateo and 
San Francisco counties are working 
under a full renewal of their old 
union shop contract. Employers, in- 
cluding Safeway, which has had 
many struggles with the union, con- 
tended that under the Taft-Hartley 
Labor Act the union shop was il- 
legal. 

The union insisted that the con- 
tract was not governed by that law 
since the parties concerned do not 
operate interstate businesses, 

Employers signed just before the 
deadline set by the union. Milton 8.
